Gommissioner Suggests Opening of 
Vendors’ Stores in Cities. 


} Edmonton, March 30.—"I would 
"strongly recommend that the sale of 

liquor should be placed entirely un- 
der government control,” is one of 


nual report of the provincial police

during the last year. “I have been 
“informed,” continues the statement, 
“by people who intend going into the 
liquor business if permitted, that as 
far as prices are concerned, that the 
government vendors can undersell 
: them. If such is the case, then to my 
“mind the public should benefit and 
=. not the individual by the profits that 
“are made, and I would suggest that 
more vendors’ stores should be open- 
<- e@, say three in Edmonton, three in 
Calgary. cne in bethbridge, one in 
Medicine Hat, and one in Red Deer, 
“and that a permit or license should 
be issued by the government for the 
nominal fee of 25 cents, which house- 
holders or reputable citizens- could 
obtain, allowing them so much per 
week or: per month as may be decid- 
éd, and that one purchase of any 
liquor, which would be only through 
the vendors’ stores, the same should 
be endorsed by the vendor on the 
- back of any permit, and any misuse 
of the permit bring instant. cancella- 
tion. But the government handling 
— the traffic in this way, the revenue 
would go to the govenment instead 
of into the pockets of the bootlegging 
doctor, druggists and the professional 
bootleggers. 
CANNOT ENFORCE ACT. 


_ “It is impossible to enforce this act 
as it should be enforced, as it stands 
at present. One of the reasons, and 
the chief of them in my opinion, be- 
img that a very large percentage of 
the citizens of this province break this 
act indirectly and even those who 
do not drink and who voted for pro- 
hibition are very loath to give any 


the law.” 
; While the report states that there 
were 795 convictions under the 


Liquor Act, this’does take account

cial police since last August, under

- A good deal- of work also is entailed 
in trying to prevent shipments going 
the other way by forged prescrip- 
tions. 
IS MUCH CRITICISED. 


“The medical profession,” says the 
report, “has been very much criti- 
cized over the issuing of prescrip- 
tions because some of the. members 
of the profession, and very few of 
them, made it practically their sole 
business for the sake of the money 
that is in it, while on the other hand 
the majority of men would not, under 
any consideration, issue a _ prescrip- 
tion unless for medical purposes. 
Some of them lost considerable busi- 
ness on that account. : 

“Now that the war order-in-council 
has ,been cancelled, permitting inter- 
provincial shipments of liquor again, 
the traffic is going to be very much 
harder to deal with. There is no 
doubt that the province will be flood- 
ed with liquor for the so-called liquor 
export warehouses. ‘Large shipments 
will be made in view of a referendum 
being taken prohibiting these ship- 
ments, which if carried out will result 
in liquor being cached all over the 
province as in April, 1918.” The re- 
port then makes the recommendation 
for the sale of liquor under govern- 
ment control.

LARGE INFLUX OF 
SETTLERS PREDICTED 


“The influx of settlers from south 
of the boundary will be greater this 
season than that of any recent year,” 
declared J. Colley, publicity agent of 
the C.P.R. department of coloniza- 
tion. Mr. Colley -has just returned 
from a visit to Chicago, St. Paul and 
other .cities of the United States. 
While a considerable number of set- 
tlers are already beginning to arrive 
in Canada, many are waiting for fav- 
orable weather reports. As soon as 
these are satisfactory, the main tide 
of settlement will begin to move. The 
people of the republic have more mon- 
ey than they have had at any pre- 
vious timé. ‘They are much interest- 
ed in the advantage which the pres- 
ent exchange situation holds for 
them, combined with the advantage 
of obtaining farm lands at much lower 
prices than those prevailing in old- 
established settlements. 


A CONCRETE INSTANCE. 


Mr. Colley cited the case of an 
Iowa farmer who recently sold his 
land for $450 an acre, exchanged his 
money into Canadian currency, which 

° gave him an added $54 an acre. came 
to Alberta and purchased irrigated 
land at Coaldate for $100 an acre. In 
another instance a farmer of Wyom- 
ing ‘paid $130 an acr- for irrigated 
land at Coaldale, no b-iidings or other 
improvements enter::g into the con- 
sideration. The exchange situation 
is not quite so favorable to the Unit- 
ed Stiics settler entering Canada as 
§- «vas a few weeks ago, but it still 
provides what is in effect a substan- 
tial reduction in the purchase price of 
Canadian land. 

' “Some years ago,” Mr. Colley’ re- 
marked, “the task of agents in the 
United States was to induce United 


Canadian lands. Now the opportuni- 
ties which the Canadian west pre- 
sents are well known, and the ques- 
tion most frequently asked is, ‘When 
is the most favorable time to come.’”

made this statement, and urged the 
members of the legislature to warn 
their constituents to buy the feed; 
they require wherever they can get 
it.

The government now has on order 
860 carloads of hay, which is arriving

To reproach sorrowing ones with 
folly and unbelief seems a strange 
way of comforting, yet it was in this

fixion. The walk to Emmaus was an 
incident that has-in Yt a great deal of 


J suggestion .for comfort and instruc- 


tion. -Two.of Jesus’ disciples were 
talking together of the calamity that 
had overtaken them, and as they Wid 
so Jesus himself drew near and be- 
gan. to talk: with them. The human 


of overwhelming sorrow. Hungering 
for consolation, we listen intently for 
any message that will cheer our des- 
pondent soul. 
presence of the Master is very near. 
He is not“always recognized however, 
and in this ‘instance the eyes of the 
disciples were holden that they 
should not know Him. Entering into 
conversation with them Jesus led 
them to unburden their souls_by tel- 
‘ling,of the hopes they had had not 
only for themselves but for the ‘na- 
tion;,- their bewilderment and -despair 
because the one whom they trusted, 
to deliver Israel had unjustly been 
put to death by Israel's leaders. 


They told him also of the mystery 
which surrounded his disappearance, 
and the report of the women that 
they had seen a vision of angels who 
had told them that Jesus was alive. 
Though the doctrine of the Resurrec- 
tion had long obtained in the“teach- 
ing of the: Pharisees, the fact of 
Resurrection: was so _ far removed 
from the experience and expectation 
of the discipleg that they wére slow 
of heart’ to accept its comforting 
‘truth. 


Having listened to their statement, 


| Jesus proceeded to reprove them for

Then he rapidly’ reviewed 
the history of Israel, showing that 
the principle of suffering had long ob- 
tained as the nation had made pro- 
gress- in the ‘course which led up to 
the coming ofthe: Christ and the com- 
pletion of His mission. 


—~In his latest book “The Vital Mes- 
sage,” Dr. Conan Doyle rejects the 
‘Old Testament as a faulty revelation 
and ‘implies that theologians would.

| He also suggests that in its doctrine

~He “has seized upon features of the 
Old Testament which reflect the prim- 
itive conditions through which a pro- 
gressive revelation has been made, 
Eut he has mistaken the husks of 
scripture for-the kernel of truth con- 
tained in it. No revelation is. ade- 
quate which ignores the fact that the 
law of suffering pervades all life, it 
is seen in all stages of growth, and 
finds its richest development in the 
vicarious suffering of the “highest 
and holiest manhood.” 


The experience through which the 
disciples passed when Jesus was 
crucified, has. been repeated in __ the 
overwhelming suffering and sacrifice 
of the last few years. It has been 
possible to eudure only because we 
recognized that the issues could be 
decifed only upon a basis which 
would be justice to human righteous- 
ness and which would establish a 


wider freedom. We were able to 
discover a glory-in the gloom, and 
knew that whatever migl#: be the 


barbarity displayed, the loss endured, 
the real values of life would be con- 
served. Our suffering and sacrifice 
were possible because of_our faith in 
God and humanity, our hope of a 
‘better day and the deeper assurance 
» Which has come to us of human im- 
mortality. 
©! It is not to be wondered at that 
{the lives of the disciples were quick- 
ened to new enthusiasm and fired with 
renewed energy as history and ex- 
perience was unfolded to them under 
the flluminating teaching of Jesus. 
They realized in that moment that 
they had not lived in vain; that all 
they had willed and dreamed of 
human good would exist—never had 
ceased to exist in the undying life of 
God.

~~ Alberta. The government has~ been 


‘doing heroic work, trying to supply 
the demand for hay, but the minister 
of agriculture has virtually told the 
farmers that they have got to the 
limit of the supply, and the farmer 
must hunt for feed to supply his 
stock. 
The writer, in speaking to J. F. 
Day on the question, was informed by 
_ Mr. Day, who has just returned from 
the spring live stock show at Edmon- 
ton, that the losses this winter and 
spring will amount to pretty nearly 
half the stock in the province. _Hun- 
dreds of range horses in the east 
country are dead, owing to the deep 
snow, as it is impossible to get feed 
and the horses are unable to get 
down to the grass. Prices have gone 
up to a high figure, two men from 
Bawlf, Friday, purchased two cars of 
hay in Red Deer for $60 a ton, and 
even straw has been selling from $12 
to $15 a ton, and the Red Deer dis- 
trict is one of the most fortunate in 
the province, as we not only had plen- 
ty of feed, but have sold many 
thousands of dollars worth to outside 
points. 
If warm weather does not come at 
once, there will be a great shortage 
of feed even here.

[ The Canadian milling industry has, 
since 1914, made progressive strides 
and flour exports between that year 
and 1919 increased nearly five times, 
‘Today this business has an annual 
capacity of slightly more than 35,- 
000,000 barrels a year and new mills 
are being continually added. In 1890 
Canada exported 115,099 barrels of 
flour valued at $521,383. By 1910 
this had increased to 3,064,128 bar- 
rels valued at about $15,000,000. In 
the fiscul year of 1919, 9,196,806 bar- 
rels were milled at a value of $99,- 
836,696. 

Great Britain has been by far, 
Canada’s best customer for flour, her 
imports from the Dominion of this 
commodity, for the las‘ fiscal year, 
being equal to. about 60 p:r cent. of 
the total, or $56,000,664 out of nearly 
$100,000,000. 

Expor's by countries for the last 
yeor were as follows: -—Great Britain 
$56,270,225; United States $99,794; 
British South African $17,309; New- 
foundland $34,147,527; British West 
Indies $6,329,527; Other countries 
$34,147,750. 

The Trade returns for the. present 
fiscal year show that, as yet, the 
exports of flour are holding their 
own, though the Buropean countries 
are again engaged in grain growing 
and milling. In the last available 
Period of five months 4,928,164 bar- 
rels of flour were exported, as come 
pared with 4,461,313 in the same 
period in 1918. Of these 3.912.405 
barrels went to the United Kingdom; 
88,423. to British Guinna; 146,596 to 
tho British West Indies, 297,845 to 
France; 100,182 to Greece; 55,735 to 
Italy; 73,109 te Newfoundland; and 
228,084 barrels to other countries, 
Great Britain took a little more than 
1,006,000 more barrels than she did 
‘during the same period in 1918, and 
41,700,000 more than tn 1917. Other 
departments of the milling Industry 
foom ‘large also, as the following 
figures show: oatmeal $4,032,567:

FARM: ACCOUNTING ‘AND 
THE INCOME TAX 


Farmers’ Account Book. Published by. 
‘Commission of* Conservation, Demon- 
strates Its Usefulness. : = 

7% Saskatchewan: farmer ‘writes to 
the Commission of Conservation, “Re- 
ceived your .Farmers’ Account Book, 
and think it’ isa very simple, -handy 
-| book; and I-found it very useful in 
keeping track of everything on ‘the 
farm. ‘I entered it up about “every 
week, and do not see how a farmer can 
pepe fill out his income. tax 
‘}returns without a book such’as”this.” 
‘}Many. other farmers have. written 
commending the book for . this --and 
other reasons. ~ 

The: Commission of. Conservation 
issued the Farmers’ Account book_pri- 
marily to promote better. farming 
through encouraging better business 
methods :on the part of the farmer. 
The imposition of the. Federal income 
tax has incidentally provided another, 
and very important, argument in favor 
of its.use by all farmers, except such 
as have already‘a satisfactory system 
of keeping accounts. . 

It will not be out of place, therefore,. 
to give a few hints regarding the 
manner in which the. data noted in 
the account book should be -used in 
filling out the income tax return. .’ 

The first, and most important, thing 
to ‘notice is that the. farm accounts 


must be kept absolutely separate from 


the household accounts, Farm expens- 
es are allowed as deductions from in- 
come, but household expenses are not. 
For- example, feed. purchased for 
stock is a farm expense, but “provis- 
fons bought for the family is a house- 
hold expense. Similarly, insurance 
premiums paid on the barn, granary, 
etc., and depreciation and repairs on 
these buildings are charged to the 
farm, but similar expenses on _ the 
house are personal, just as they 
would be in the case of a city man.: 
Secondly, jt must be noted — that, 
with one or.'two exceptions, the In- 
come Tax Branch takes no account 


of: either receipts or expenses ~ other |! 
.than cash. The exceptions are: un- 


der Gross Income, the item “Value of 
Products Consumed on Farm,” under 
Expenses Claimed as Deductions from 
Income, the items “Board of Farm 
Help” and “Depreciation”, also 
“Rent,” if paid wholly or partly in 
kind. Wages for members of the 
farmer’s family are not allowed to be 
‘claimed as a deduction unless paid in 
‘cash. Increase in live stock is not 
required to be declared as part of 
income,-neither is the loss of live 
stock through death permitted to be 
deducted. Hence, even if the farmer 
opens and closes his books on the first 
of January so that his business year 
corresponds. with the calendar year 
(which is not at ‘all necessary), the 
total farm receipts and expenses 4s 
shown on page 25 of the Account 
Book will not correspond with the 
similar items to be-declared on the 
income tax return. 

The differences, however, simplify 
rather than complicate the task of 
filling out the return, as it is not 
necessary to make an inventory. The 
cash receipts'and expenses are kept 
track of on pages 1-18 of the Account 
Book and may be readily picked out 
and-transferred to the form supplied 
by the Income Tax Branch. The 
only troublesome item is likely to be 
“Value of Products of Farm Consumed 
on Farm.” This can best be filed up 
from the household accounts, if such 
are kept, as it includes all the butter, 
eggs, milk, meat, poultry, vegetables, 
etc., raised on the farm and consum- 
ed in the house. In cases where such 
products are traded at a store for 
other articles, transactions of this 
nature should be entered on the books 
as though the storekeeper had pai 
the farmer in cash and then the latter 
had immediately spent the money in 
the same store. For example, if 
three pounds of butter are traded fora 
pair of gloves, the value of the butter 


must be BES ‘as a cash ‘receipt ‘and 
credited to: the farm,* The gloves, be- |: 
ing -an-article of personal use, cannot 
‘| be" charged. against the:farm. asa 
‘business expense... They should: be en- 
tered ‘in the farmer’s own personal ac- 
count, if he: keeps one, but, so far as 
the farm is-concerned, they are 4 re- 
ceipt,-a. part of the farmer's income, 
and, not ‘an’ expense’ at all. - 

If'a farmer, bears. these two simple 
rules: in mind; namely:. (1) Keep’. all 
business.,° expenses separate. from 
household and personal expenses, (2) 
Disregard, with -- exceptions. above 
noted, all receipts or expenses other 
than cash, he cannot go far.astray in 
‘filling out his’ income “tax. return 
from the data supplied ee his ™ar- 
mer’s Account Book.—P. M:. Baldwin.

BULL SALE) 


Average of $256.60 Made For Two 
Hundred and Nine Bulls. 


With a toal average of $256.60 for 
209 bulls sold during the 1920 bull 
sale held in connection with the Ed- 
monton Spring Live Stock Show, the 
Edmonton sale has created another 
record and established a further rea- 
son for the holding of a sale of pure. 
bred stock under the auspices of the 
Cattle Breeders’ Association. It brings 
the breeders together, and also gives 
the buyers an opportunity to see the 
stock in competition with -others. This 
is the biggest average that has ever 
been received at the Edmonton sale, 
the figures for other years as shown 
in the exhibition records showing an 
{nteresting comparison. 

In 1919, 208 bulls were sold at an 
average of $196.32; in 1918, 141 bulls 
were sold at an average of $231.06; 
in 1917, 100 bulls sold at an average 
of $188.80; in 1916, 87 bulls sold at an 
average of $145. 

The high price of the sale was re- 
alized by the Sleeth calf, Kilblean 
Champion, bred by S. P. Sleeth of 
Stettler from his imported Kilblean 
bull. This bull is frofm the same 
family as White Heather, and has 
Missie breeding. There was no doubt 
that the bull was sold on his _ breed- 
ing, for he is only a calf, not quite a 
year old yet. The buyer was D. L. 
McKinley of Stony Plain. 

Two- Hereford bulls sold for $500, 
and the Angus were a bit disappoint- 
ing, Clemens of Sedgewick withdraw- 
ing his champion after the top offer 
was $395. The top price for Angus 
was received by T. W. Jacobs & 
Sons of Tofield for Willow Grave Rug- 
by 2nd, the buyer being J. F. Day of 
Red Deer. 

Three Holsteins were sold through 
the sale, the Dominion government 
getting two of them, and Carl Rein- 
hardt of Chipman the other. Mr. 
Hamer paid $220 for both of the ones 
he bought. One ‘Ayrshire was sold by 
W. A. Palmer of Colinton to T. Tuck- 
er of North Edmonton for $100. 

In looking over the association -re- 
cords it is interesting to note the 
increases in the prices of the Short- 
horn cattle. These increased steadily 
from 1914, when the average was 
$142.72, to 1918, when the average was 
$234.26, and then in 1919 the average

Ottawa, April 2—Thursday marked 
the passing into history of the official 
name “Canadian Expeditionary 
Force.” Yesterday the transfer of all 
the remaining units under that desig- 
nation to the permanent Canadian 
miltary forces was completed, and all 
that now remains is a glorious tra- 
dition of five and a half years’ splen- 
did service. 

The C.E.F. had its birth early in 
August, 1914, when the order-in-coun- 
cil authorizing the raising of the 
battalions that trained at Valcartier 
were issued. Since that time over 
half a million men were on_ the 
strength. 

Only a few hundred men remained

given to turn the remaining units 
into the permanent force.
